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The Trial of Guitean.

On the tenth day Judge Cox, at the oponing
of the proceedings, warned the spectators, nn-
der penalty of having the court-room cleared,
that there must be no manifestation of foeling.
The judge also threatened to have Guitean
gagged unless he behaved himselt. The assassin
apparently paid little heed to the threat; and
constantly interrupted the proceedings with his
comments and observations, and was not
gagged. Gutean read a statement in which he
repeated his blasphemous assertion respecting
his partnership with the Deity. He gaid
in his statement that cerfain nowspa-
pers  which  abused President Gar-
tleld must share with him the
odinm of the assassination, and he threatened
to exposa the record of his former wife if she
appeared as a witness against him. Further
testimony was taken in support ot the theory
of insanity, the following witnesses appearing:
Joseph E. Smith, of Freeport, Y., aged seventy-
one years : Obharles H. Reed, a Chicago lawyer ;
H. B, Amerling, a lawyer of Williamsport, Pa.,
and Thomas North, a Chicago lawyer. All
these witnosses were examined with “the view
of establishing the insanity of the assassin and
his father,

* On the eleventh day of the triai Guiteau im-
proved the nE;1ortunity of a lull in the opening
proceedings by attacking Henry Ward Beecher,
saying: “ 1 notice my friend, Henry Ward
Beecher, is doing some cranky wcrk on this
case. Tused to attend his church and prayer
meelings, and if fvour honor knew him as well
aa I do you would not pay any attention to
him,” ete. General John A. Logan then took
tlug stand, and was asked: ** Do yvou know the
prisoner?” ‘' Oh, yes; of course you do, gen-
eral I broke in Guiteau. **You know me very
well; I'm very happy to meet you again.”
Witness saidl he bad frequently been besicged
by Guitean to indorse his application for ofiice,
but had invariably declined, for the reason
that the prisoner did not seem to be such a
man as be would care to recommend for any
office. He had never known him in Chicago.
The first time he ever saw him was when he
(Guitean) ealled upon him to secure his
influence. The gencral impression that
he formed of Goitean was that there
was something wrong i hia  mental
organization., Witness saw Guitean cating at
ono of the tal:les of his own boarding-house.
Asked the landlady if she knew him. She sunid
he had teld Ler ho was a constituent of his.
Witness then told her he did not think Guitean
wag the kind of a man she wanted in her
housa, for he thought he was “a little off in
his head.” George D. Hubbard, a farmer who
had worked with Guitean in one of the
shops of the Oneida Communily, was the
next witnesa, and tesdifiod that be had always
covsidered the prisoner erratic and quick-tem-
pérel. Edmuand M. Smith, of Chicago, the
next witness, testified that lie had boeen a clerk
of the Republican National committee in New
York during the last cemipuign; that CGuiteau
was frequently in the committee rooms nnd
wanted to ba put on the roll of =peakers, aud
that the prisoner was flighty in Ins couversa-
tion and could not put two sontences together
connectedly. John A. Morse, a colored lawyer,
next testitied that he saw Guitean frequently at
the White Honse, perhapa fitfteen or twenty
times, and took him to Lo n crazyinan, Never
spoke to him or heard him spoak, but the gen-
eral impression he formed from Guitean’s ap-
earance was that he was iu=une.  DMres,
‘rances Scoville, forty-five years uld, sister
of the prisoner and wile to his
counsel, was next called to tho witness stand,
She testified that she was twelve years old
when her mother died ; remembered her mother
well since ehie was three years old; her mother’s
health was good, though sha was not strong.
She seemaod pretty well notil about o year and
o halt before the prisuner wus Dborn. She was
sick a long time, and so sick that she was kept
in & very retired room. While she was in ¢his
condition and in this 1oom the prizonor was
born, and it was geveral months stterward be-
fore sho was able to resume her place in the
family. Witness remcmbered seeing her mother
bled during that sickness, and also saw her
head closely shavad before the prisoner was
born. After that slie always wore a cap with
false curls. * Witness never saw her go out
after that. Two children were born to her
after this sickness, One of them had a
crooked foot and died at the age of two
years, and the other died at
the age of twenty months of consnmption, and
only shortly afrer its mother. The first the
witness remembered of her brother, the priso-
ner, was that they said he Lad been born im
consunption. Ile was very smmt and trouble-
some. He conld slways make noise enough,
but until o was six years old he couldn’t talk
much. His father used to whip him for this
defuvet, but it did not do acy good. He didn't
seem to understand what was wanted of him.

He lived with friends in Michigan after his
motherdied until his father married ageing then
he retivned to Frocport, I, Diuiring these
vears witness knaw litile about him, exceopt
that he was of a very atloctionate disposition.
After another while “he was sent to witnes=a to
geo if she could not indnee him to give np his
idea of going to the Oneida Community. She
tried to, but found that he was * crazy " on that
subjeet, and shoe told her fricuds hia was “‘elean
gone dait,” He went to the community, and
she ealled on him there, but he refused to talk
freely with her, and gho could not learn how
he liked it. She next remembered him when
e was admitted to the Chicago bar. He
was very much elated, unl said that
his friends need not worry  abont
him any more. Then lwo married
and witness did not sce much of him sgain
until after he was separated from his wife. He
was pround Chicago for several yeavs after that,
and also visitod her Lome in Wisconsiu. At
that time hie seemed to have greatly changed
since before he was married. He was very
Lard to get along with, seemed willing to work,
but did it in snch a way that he was more
bother than he was worth, Ide was casily ovar-
ecome by licat and was reudercl very irritable.
On one such ocesasion when he refused to help
at field work she let him lie duwn on a sola,
Preseutly she asked him to cut a little wood.
He did so, but laid the weod in the path to the
gate, so that when she had togoto the butcher’s
wagon she had to kick it out of the way. Upon
this the prisoner raised his ax at her and she
ran in the honse. She was not so much afraid
of the ax as of the look in his face, Ile looked
like a wild animal. He continned looking
crazy during the day, and she locked herself in
her room until one of the men could be snn-
moned to keep an eye on Charlie.

At the opening of court on the twelfth day
Mis, Scoville resumed the witness stand and
deseribed Guitean’s appearance and acltiong
during his vigit at lier honss jp 1878. Frequent
objections were raised by the counsel for the
proszention to the character of the questiona
propounded by Mr. Scoville, and a continnal
Jigenssion ensnoad belween couneel upon the
admissibility of eertain evidence. TUpon the
comclusion of Mrs, SBeowille’s direet examina-
tion, ot Ar. Hcoville’s request her cross-exam-
i tion was postponed to allow Mr. George D.
Darroughs, of Chicago, to testify, as he de-
airin] to leave the eity the game atternoon. He
testitied that he boarded with the Scovilles at
the time of Guitean's visit in 1878, and made
v.p hig mind that the prisoner was either a fool
or erazy. Before the next witness could be
calledd Guitean suddenly broke in with: *I de-

Lies thongeht Bis most marked chinenctori=tic was
liis intenso egotizin. John W. Guitean, brother

Bince
Iio hiad come on hero and had seen his brother
i1t jail, be hwd become satisfied that he was
insane. On being cross-examined the witnesa
ahiniftted that belore he came to \Washington
Lo Lad always, in talking of the case, said that
1 Leheved his brother was responsible.

Guitean  nervously
walked to the witness «tand in  the
en tady of two desuty marshals, an! the
oath was administered to him. He then
whispered a few words to a police-
man, who was standing near the witness-hox,
and immediately the three depnties ranged
themselves shonlder to shoulder behind the
prisoner, who, apparently more at ease, said,
inguiringly, to the judge: I can sit down?”
“Yer,”" replied the judge, and the prisoncr
geated himself, Guiteaun then identified about
twenty letters, dating from 1857 to 1868, which
he had written {o his relatives,

On the thirteenth day Mr. Scoville began
by putting in evidence a copy of an extract
from the record of the Bloomingdale lnsane
asylum as to the admission ana death of
Frameia W. Guiteau. The district attorney
admitted the fact that . W. Guitean died thero
insane at the date indicated. The prisoner
was then directed to take the witness-stand.
At first he demnrred to the suggestion of Mr.
Scoville that he should testify. He was led
around to the stand by his guards, who ranged
themselves behind hLim in a stiff row, but once
seated on the chair which he so earnestly
craved Lis lips were closed. He was willing to
identify letters or papers, but he did not
want to testify to anything which would sub-
ject him to a <ross-examivation. He esaid
that he was ‘‘mick,” or at least ‘““indiposed.”
Mr. Bcoville humored him. He read the two
dozen letters from the assassin to his father
and brothers, identified by him on the previous
day. Then the assasein, at his own request,
waa allowed to return to his seat. When Mr.
Scoville had finished reading the letters, which
excited little interest, he called the assassin to
the stand and kept him there until the ad-
journment. The assassin was allowed to tell
the story of his life in his own way. At3
o’clock he had brought it down to 1878
Throughout he received the strictest attention.
His story, so far as he unfolded it on the first
day, was the story of a blasted and vagabond
life, He said that he had, so far as in-
fluence went, no mother. From a child
he met opposition. He quareled with
his father until after secveral bitter years
of strife his weaker will gave way, and he ac-
cepted tho beliefs impused upon him. He
found no joy or rest, however, in fanatical
faith. His years of yonng manhood were odious
to him, and finally his slavery, for so he called
it, in the Onecida Community became intoler-
able. He separated himself from their union,
but remorse and religions terror drove him
back again. He could not endure a life which
grew daily more repulsive, and summoning up
his feeble courage he fled secretly back once
more into a world he believed to be forever
cursed., He iried to turn his mind to business,
in vain. Duav and night he walked the
streets of New York, haunted by the fears of
retribution. At last he threw theso terrors oif
and felt a desire for worldly success, He
studied law and was admitted tothe bar. While
his success was small he earned a living, and
mingled as a follow man and citizen with other
men., But he ston broke down. His elients
left him, he drifted to New York, sapk lower
and lower, till he was seized by the poiice for
some peity offensc and thrown into the city juil.
Here he lived days and nights of wretchednesa,
He was in n rage at the very recollection. Hoe
roturned to the West filled with extravagant
schemes for revolutionizing the world with
newspaper+. No one fell in with his projects,
and they failed utterly, as had all his plans be-
fore. He could do mno work, make no money.
He sought the shelter of his sister’'s home.
There ho loitered weeks and months in idleness
till one day, in a moment of passion or frenzy,
he attacked his sister, who had taught him his
lettera and had befriended him through all his
unprofitable and wayward life. To keep his
liberty be fled, and essayed the part of a latier
day evangelist, journeving from town to town
to instruct adark world in tho hidden meanings
of Scripture. Seedy and famished he wandered
throngh the country, stealing rides, food wnd
shelter. To his topgy-turvy mind this was as
honest practice as his teachings were sound
doctrine. Ho felt no shame., “I was hap-
pier,” he testitied, ** when I was selling my loe-
ture here in Washington in the departments
sud up and down Pennsylvania avenue than

ever before in my life. = People wonld now an |
then buy a book, and then I wculd say, *Well,

perhaps I'm saving that man’s soul.’” Guai-
teau’s 1o0ks and manuner on the stand, says o
correspondent, attracted close attention. Ho
looked haggard and sick. His face was gaunt
and pallid. His eyes flickered, his lips were
colorless, and every movement was sudden and
restless. He began calmly, but as the memo-
ries of his hateful past were revived he grow
more nervous and demonstrative. The rucol-
loction of his life at Oncida made him farions,

I and his denunciations ot the leiders in that

ocmmunity were violent. Bome of his de-
seriptions were Very graphic. He
fs & good mimic, and as ho showed the jury
by voice and gesture his treatment by railroad
officials and others the andience could not, ab
times, help laughing ia spite of the grim car-
nestness of the speaker. Now and then his own
features would relax into a smile ihat was
nearer a grimace. Perhaps he never looks
worse than when he grins, He talks at o speed
which is the despair of stenographers., A short-
hand reporter 1n court estimated the rate at
250 words a minute. His utterance is very ner-
vous and forvid and his gestures qguick and
bold. His manner is that of o man wholly und
deadly in earnest. Ile speaks without pre-
meditation, snd in all his windings and turn-
ings never contradiets himself or gets names,
dates or places wrong. His acenrato and ready
memory was noticed by all. Timid as he evi-
dently was when firat put upon the stand. he
soon gained conrage and appeared at ease

The Internal Eevenue.

Internal Revenue Commissioner Green B,
Raum has submitied to the secretary of the
treasury his annual re]%)r!‘. for the fiscal year
ended June 30, 1881. The receipts of internal
revenue for the fiscal year 1879 was $113 449,-
621.33; for 1880, $123,981,916.10; for 1881,
$135,229,912.30, and the receipts for the first
four months of the present fiscal year have
been $50,876,970.11, being $7,061,722.85 in ex-
cess of the receipts for the corresponding
months of the last fiscal year. The commis-
gioner says: ‘“If this increase should be main-
tained during the remaining eight months of
the fiscal vear, the recoipts for 1882 will be
fully $157,000,000.”” The total amount of col-
lections from tobacco was $42,854 991.31. Gen-
eral Raum says that whenever the wants of the
government will allow a reduction of internal
taxation, his opivion is, it will be wise
to confine these taxes to distilled epir-
its, malt liquors, tobacco and its products,
and to spccial taxes on manufacturers and
dealers in these artioles, and to fix the faxes
at such rates as will yield the amount of
revenue necessary to be raised from theso
sources. He recommends additional legisia-
{ion for the protection of the lives and persons
of officers of the United Btates from the assaulis
of those who resist their authority, He is of
opinion that there should be a law for the trial
and punishment in the courts of the Unitel

States of persons who kill, or make assaults
with intent to kill, such officers while in tho
performance of their lawful duties. The snub-
ject of pensioning the wildows and orphans of
officers of the revenune service who have been
kilied is discussed. Generdal Baum shows that
the attempt for the past five years to suppress
illicit distilling has resulted in the killing of
twenty-eight and the wounding of sixty-tour
officers and employes, and suggests the pro-
priety of legislation authorizing suitable pon-
sious to be awarded to the widows
pendent families of those killed, and d e
proper provisions to be made for those wonuded
or disabled in the sorvice,

(Genernl Raum makes varions recommenda-
tions concerning the appointment of employes.
He recommonds a term of office of four years
for snbordinate officers, clerks and ‘employes ;
all applicanis for appointment to bLe well
recommended as to character, and to stand a
proper examination as to attainments, their ap-
pointments at first to be temporary.

body and mind had increased in pro-
portion, Hislabor had been severe;
lhe is & machinist and sn inventor,
working ten hours every day, and do-
ing a good deal of practical and profit-
able thinking at the same time, It is
nowa “nll year since he came to one
meal, and the weight gained has been
maintained, and his health is perfect.
During the last winter, for the purpose
of testing the sufliciency of one meal of
vure food for the most trying labor, he
worked in an iron foundry for three
months, and notwithstanding the ex-
treme and frequent changes of temper-
ature incident to the work, on cold
mornings, with the merenry below zero,
and in the afternoon at 120 degrees
above, and all hands sweating like rain,
he had not a ‘eold’ for the winter, and
was the only employe thus exempt. He
had formerly been subject to frequent
attacks of the above disease. MHis
daily ration consists of six ounces to
nine ounces (according to labor)—in
Graham flour, beside fruit sufficient of
supply all the lignids necessary half a
dozen apples or their equivalent to
other irnit, He is rarely thirsty, bnt
sometimes, if too little fruit is taken at
meal time, he takes a small draft of
water in the course of the day. This
; meal is taken at night, after entire re-
covery from fatigme, usually at abount
seven o'clock. During the month of
Mzay, 1881, jusi passed, he gained sixty
hours, or six full days, working extra
hours at his beneh, sometimes working
right through to midnight, and taking
his ‘breakfast’ after a short rest, before
refiring. No man in his employ haa
gained so much time. He has occa-
sionally made a trial of Dolted-flour
bread, but has invariably experienced
a loss of weight and strength.

“My own experience goes far to preve
the efficiency of the above regimen for
either the brain or musele worker. I
am now taking but one meal a day, and
find myseif perfectly nourished, weight
and strength mnaintained, on about
fourteen onnces of nnleavened wheat-
meal bread, to the mastication of which
I devote an Lour or more. I find that
six cold gems, weighing about fourteen
onnces, without either butter or milk,
chewed deliberately and thoroughly
disselved by the juices of the mcuth,
will sustain me much better than when
eaten warm with butteror milk, or both

together added, and eaten as fast as one
naturally eats hot rolls and butter or

bread and milk. Considering the man-
ner in which people in general boit
their food, it is not strango that a large
proportion of it fails of digestion.
Starchy food cannot be transformed in-
to pure blood entire, except as far as
the change is begun in the mouth.
“Until a few months ago 1 took my
food in the morning, but I find the
eveninga better time. During the day
the birain and muscles can have every-
thing their own way, without interfer-
ng or hindering digestion, and at even-e
ing, after sufficient rest, there is per-
fect tranquility of body and mind and
‘leisure to digest.” I bhad never been a
‘good sleeper’ nntil I adopted this sys-
tem of diet. People who eat several
meals a day do well to takethe least on
early, and the lighter they make it the
better, but dyspeptics may rest assured
that, of itself considered, the evening
meel is not the cause of their wakeful-
ness or troubled dreams. When I ate
three meals of a mixed diet, I could
not make the last one simple enough to
give me cemplete rest at night, but
now, when rested from my day’s Ilsher,
I can eat my fnll vegetarian meal ard
sleep like a well-fed babe. I could give
quite a namber of examples like the
foregoing, of one-mealers, did space
permit, all tending to prove the superi-
ority of vegetable over animal diet, and
of the entire wheat over the most sei-
euntifically impoverished article.”
